REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

In his annual report, Daniel C. Lamont, Secretary of 
War, gives the expenditures of the Department for the 
year ending June 30, 1896, at $51,803,298,62. For 1897 
the appropriations are $54,044,214.20, and for 1898 
the estimates are $52,883,383.20. The only active oper- 
ations for the yeaer have been the arduous scouting in 
Arizona after Apache raiders. This involved over 42,- 
000 miles march of various organized detachments. Un- 
der the call*of the U. S. marshal in August last, troops 
were called out in the Department of Arizona to pro- 
tect the American portion of Nogales against a raid. 
There were no casualties among the troops, but six Mexi- 
can filibusters and eight Indians were killed in the Mexi- 
can portion of the town before the arrival of the troops. 
The object of the raid was the capture and plunder of 
the custom house. The timely appearance of the troops 
probably prevented a serious disturbance and the loss 
of life and property of American citizens. In the De- 
partment of Dakota troops were sent to the scene of 
aHeged depredations by Indians near the Tongue River 
Agency in Montana and to protect the citizens. The 
band of refugee Cree Indians, a Canadian tribe who have 
lived in Montana for several years, were collected, de- 
ported, and delivered by our troops to the officials of the 
Canadian Government—a delicate duty, which was per- 
formed with expedition and discretion. A detachment 
of troops was ordered to the capital of the Choctaw Na- 
tion in the Indian Territory, to prevent expected trouble 
at a tribal election and the inauguration of a governor. 
The trouble was averted and the troops were withdrawn. 
The defects of regimental organization that have been 
pointed out in previous years have not yet been reme- 
died, but measures pending in both Houses of Congress 
will, if passed, accomplish that result. As showing the 
need of reorganization, extracts are made of recommend- 
ations in previous years by Gens. Sherman, Sheridan 
and Schofield. The Secretary says: 

“Since these recommendations were made there has 
been no improvement in means of offense or defense that 
should warrant us in departing from the advice of these 
distinguished leaders, and I renew my recommendation, 
contained in previous reports, that the infantry be re- 
organized upon the general idea of three light and mo- 
bile battalions of four companies each to the regiment, 
instead of the unwieldy ten-company formation that was 
adopted in 1798 and is still adhered to for the infantry 
arm. 

“The completion of several defensive works and install- 
ation of their modern armament at points where no troops 
are stationed, and the approaching completion of other 
modern batteries, suggest the pressing need of a larger 
force of artillerists than is now available. The present 
approved plans of seacoust defense involve the estab- 
lishment of upward of 100 distinct batteries, grouped 
in twenty or more harbors. In each must be a garrison 
of sufficient strength to take care of all the guns and 
other public property in the harbor, and the mainten- 
ance of all in a state of efficient defense. Some addition 
to the present force of artillery will therefore be indis- 
pensably necessary. 

“The number of line officers serving with their com- 
mands is larger comparatively than at any time since 
the last war. The number detached for duty at Wash- 
ington and at Department Headquarters has been re- 
duced from 55 in 1898 to 30.) The change in the method 
of recruiting has permitted a reduction of officers de- 
tached for that service from 106 to 28. The number of 
officers attached to service schools has been reduced 
fiom 75 in that year to 54, and the number assigned as 
instructors in military departments of schools and col- 
leges and to the militia of the States has been increased 
from 96 to 128. Officers detached for miscellaneous 
duties have been reduced from 85 to 40. 

STAFF REDUCTION RECOMMENDED. 

“In previous reports attention has been called to what 
are believed to be defects in the organization of the 
Army staff—a redundancy of staff corps, more officers 
in some corps than can be usefully employed, and an 
excessive number of staff officers of high rank. Not- 
withstanding the reductions that have been recently 
made, the public interests have in no manner suffered 
as a consequence, the work is not in arrears or lacking 
in thoroughness, and there has been no complaint to the 
Department that any officer is overworked. On the con- 
trary, it is believed that some further reductions can be 
made without detriment to the service. Any temporary 
deficiency of staff officers can be readily and satisfactor- 
ily supplied by details of officers of the line, a course 
which would meet every possible necessity of the service. 
In the three departments that deal with Army pay and 
supplies, 105 staff officers are now allowed by law. <A 
consolidation of these departments, as heretofore recom- 
mended, would accord with sound business methods, and 
would in itself work a large reduction in the number of 
officers employed. 

“The number of purchasing stations of subsistence 
stores has been reduced by four during the year, but 
there has been no difficuity in securing all the supplies 
required, and upon favorable terms as to price. The 
economy that has resulted from their discontinuance and 
the reduction in the number of officers amounts to sev- 
eral thousand dollars. The close proximity of nearly all 
the garrisoned stations to lines of railroad has facilitated 
supply and made it unnecessary to accumulate large 
stocks of provisions at the remote posts, as was required 
a few years ago. Losses from wastage, damage, and 
deterioration are much reduced. * * * 

“The institution of the present system of payment re- 
sults in a considerable economy, and also insures the 
prompt payment of every soldier at the close of each 
month, The experience so far gained also indicates that 
habits of economy on the part of the enlisted men are 
encouraged, for the soldiers’ deposits during the year 
were more than $100,000 greater than during the year 
previous. The saving to Army appropriations resulting 
from the improvement of the pay system arises from a 
reduced cost of transportation of paymasters and their 
clerks, and some reduction in other expenses. The ag- 
gregate of these items will be more than $25,000 an- 
nually. The total number of paymasters below the 
grade of Brigadier General is 25, and each of these ofti- 
cers is furnished with a clerk. There is no other duty 
devolved upon the Pay Department save that of distrib- 
uting the pay to the Army and Military Academy and 
of disbursing the mileage appropriation. When the 
methods that are customary among business men and 
corporations of paying their employés shall have been 
more generally applied in the Army, there is little doubt 
that the present force of paymasters will be found to be 
larger than the necessities of the service require. * * * 

“The estimates submitted this year for mileage call 
for $80,000, against $140,000 appropriated last year. 
The difference, $60,000, is made up of $10,000 saved in 
the mileage appropriation and $50,000 that will not be 








required when all transportation to officers traveling 
without troops is furnished by the Quartermasters, their 
disbursements being paid from the general appropriation 
for Army transportation. The Government will thus 
secure the advantage of half rates over the 50 per cent. 
roads, and the officers will not be obliged to make any 
advances.” 

The new system of recruiting receives the hearty 
commendation of all who have observed its practical 
working. Results have not justified the fears of those 
who contended that the decrease in the award for de- 
serters would increase desertion. In 1885 there were 
3,578 deserters; in 1893, 1,682; and during the fiscal year 
just closed the number reached 1,365. While a reward 
of $60 was paid, 4,139 men deserted; 1,265 were appre- 
hended at a cost of $75,909, and 594 surrendered them- 
selves. During the last two years, the reward being 
only $10, there were 2,530 deserters, of whom 361 were 
apprehended, at a cost of $3,615, and 314 voluntarily 
gave themselves up. Figures indicate that desertions 
were certainly not decreased by fear of punishment as 
formerly administered at Fort Leavenworth; in fact, 
there is a falling off since the prison was closed, of more 
than 100 desertions yearly. All expenditures for the 
prison are now discontinued, and the officers and soldiers 
who were formerly there are now rendering efficient ser- 
vice with their appropriate commands. 

Recommendations made last year are again submitted 
for action by Congress which, of approved, will mater- 
ially benefit the militia without increase of expense. 

The Secretary sums up the annual reports in a state- 
ment concerning the Military Academy, Military In- 
struction at Colleges, Service Schools and State ‘Troops. 
He recommends that the cadets be appointed at large 
each year and that authority be somewhere lodged to 
fill the vacancies in the Congressional district represent- 
ation where for any reason there is a failure to appoint. 

Considerable space is devoted in the report to sea-coust 
defenses and ordnance establishments, rivers and har- 
bors, and other field works, and allusion is made to 
Army Records, Indian business, the Yellowstone Park, 
the Washington water supply, the Arlington Memorial 
Bridge and the Hall of Records. Much of this is sub- 
stantially about as has been already published. 

For permanent defenses, including sites, $11,826,081.08 
has been appropriated or authorized since August, 1888, 
and $14,631,079.25 for armament. Of this $18,902,029 
has been actually appropriated. The folowing emplace- 
ments, including everything necessary for the installa- 
tion, protection and service of the guns, will be eompleted 
by July 1, 1897: For 12-inch guns, 6; 10-inch guns, 28; 
8-inch guns, 3; 5-inch rapid-fire guns, 4; 12-inch mortars, 

4. The following are advertised for, and will be com- 
pleted by December 1, 1897: 12-inch, 7; 10-inch, 19; &- 
inch, 15; 5-inch, 4; 12-inch mortars in three batteries, 32. 

As will appear from the report of the Chief of En- 
gineers, the Department in making these allotments was 
gulded by adesire to protect as many of the seaports 
aus practicable against marauding attacks of isolated 
cruisers, as well as to provide a more efficient defense 
for the important places. In some cases, for economy 
both of time and money, locations were selected for ex- 
penditure where the Government already controlled the 
site or had a working plant. Finally, the allotment has 
been so made as to utilize to the best advantage the 
guns for which carriages could be most speedily furnished. 

Of the 481 high-power guns to be emplaced, it is pro- 
posed to mount only about 48 on the non-disappearing 
principke. The intensity of fire delivered from the main 
and secondary batteries of a battle ship is such as to 
make adequate cover for the gunners in shore batteries 
an absolute necessity. 

In the hope that the officers charged with this duty 
would solve the problem, the Department has proceeded 
very slowly in the matter of emplacements for the 12- 
inch gun. Only one gun-lift battery has been built. Near- 
ly one-half of the 12-inch emplacements thus far pro- 
vided are on sites where no-disappearing carriages are 
a suitable mount. A few of the high-power guns, where 
the nature of the site affords suflicient protection from 
hostile fire are to be mounted in barbette batteries on 
non-disappearing carriages. The great majority, how- 
ever, will be in barbette batteries on disappearing car- 
riages. The 12-inch mortars are placed in sunken pits or 
behind massive parapets in such a way as to be entirely 
and always sereened from view. 

Up to July 1, 1896, the following guns and mortars 
had been completed; S-inch, 61; 10-inch, 56; 12-inch, 21; 
12-inch mortar, S80. 

Ten rapid-fire guns, with their mounts, have been con- 
tracted for, to be delivered in February, 1897, and eight 
more will be procured with funds available. Without 
further appropriations, except to complete existing con- 
tracts, the following guns and mortars are to be com- 
pleted by the end of the fiscal years named: 

S-inch guns, 1897, 72; 1898, 75: 1899, 3. 
10-inch guns, 1897, ST; 1898, 108; 1899, 28, 
12-inch guns, 1897, 47: 1898, 60: 1899, 32. 
12-inch mortars, 1897, SS: 1898, 146: 1899, 0, 

There has been no difficulty in designing non-disappear- 
ing barbette carriages for the comparatively few 8 10 
and 12-inch guns which are to be placed on sites permit- 
ting this form of mount. To provide a satisfactory dis- 
appearing carriage has been a far more serious problem, 
the difficulty rapidly increasing with the calibre of the 
gun. 

The technical difficuties involved may, perhaps, be bet- 
ter appreciated when it is considered that a similar case 
would be that of a 50-ton locomotive and tender, run- 
ning at a speed of 20 miles per hour, which is required 
to be brought to a full stop from this speed within a 
distance of 16 feet. or one third of its length, yet so 
easily and gently that at the end of the motion there 
shall not be the slightest jar. Both these problems, alse, 
it is believed, have been satisfactorily solved. One 12- 
inch all-around traverse disappearing carriage is now 
under construction, and 8S and 10-inch carriages of simi- 
lar design are about to be commenced. 

The emplacements are considerably ahead of the guns: 

By July, 1897, there should be ready 70 gun carriages 
and 123 mortar carriages: by December, I897, 1183 gun 
carriages and 153 mortar carriages: by June 30, 1898, 
131 gun carriages and 153 mortar carriages. The comple- 
tion of the several component parts—the emplacement 
carriage and gun—means the substar tial completion of the 
furnishing modern fortification: the work of assembling 
requiring but little time. Six 15-inch dynamite guns are 
now in position. 

The estimates for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1898, 
for permanent defenses and their armament, amounts to 
$10,482,268. Of emplacements, the estimates will provide 
D1 for high-power guns, 113 for rapid-fire guns and 
for 12-inch mortars. 

The $100,000 appropriated for submarine defenses is 
being expended in part in the construction of three mining 
casemates and cable storage tanks and torpedo store- 
houses at ports where all or part of the necessary mine 
equipment has been provided. With the remainder there 
are being procured such portions of submarine mining 
nuiterial as are not subject to rapid deterioration, and 
which cannot be hurriedly procured in an emergeney. 

In submitting his estimates for coast defense the Secre- 
tary says: “I feel that it is no longer necessary to 
repeat the arguments and earnest appeals that have been 











reiterated so many times. While earnestly inviting at- 
tention to the great work that yet remains to be done, it 
is also my fortune to have the more grateful duty of ex. 
hibiting the important results that have been actually 
aecomplished, as well as the splendid progress which ix 
— being made toward the early completion of the 
work. 

He renews the recommendation that Congress make 
early provision for an appropriate memorial at the nat- 
ional capital worthy to perpetuate the memory of Gen, 
Grant.

At the New York Navy Yard the Texas was still in the 
dry dock on Novy. 28, and as svon as she goes out the New 
York, it is said, will take her place. Gossip at the yar 
concerning the recent accident to the Texas, says: ‘The 
cast iron yoke which broke, allowing the water to flood 
the engine room, has been found to be of a good quality 
of iron, and stood a pressure under test of 16,000 pounds 
to the square inch. One explanation advanced is that the 
man whose duty it was to see that the valve was closed 
discovered that it leaked, and, thinking that the leak 
was caused by its being imperfectly fitted, put a wrench 
on it, the increased pressure making a fracture which 
did mot show until after he had gone away and reported 
that it was safe. The cause of the leak, it is said, may 
be explained by a somewhat similar occurrence on the 
flagship New York receatly, when it was found that the 
flanges of the port outboard delivery had been attacked 
by electrolytic act’on and so weakened that they will have 
to be renewed. The water which escaped was led by the 
drainage system of the ship to the bilge and then pumped 
out. The leak was discovered in time to prevent serious 
results, and pending the placing of the ship in the dry 
dock, when the whole apparatus will be overhauled, the 
passage of the flange through the compartment wall be- 
tween the condenser and the wing passage is covered by 
a steel plate with a rubber gasket, which prevents any 
water going where it does not belong.” 








According toa report in the daily papers of Friday, Col. 
José Reyes, A. D. C. of Gen, Maceo, who is wounded ain! 
en route to New York for medical treatment, brings thy 
news of the repulse of the Spanish troops under Gen. 
Weyler in the Rubi Hills of Pinar Del Rio, where has 
been fought the most sanguinary battle of the war. A: 
cording to this story Weyler went into the field with 35, 
O00 men, in three columns, one of 15,000 under himself 
one of 10,000 under Gen. Eechague, and a third of 10,00 
under Gen. Munore. They found Gen. Maceo intrenched 
in a crescent-shaped range of hills. The Cubans gave 
way and led the pursuing enemy over a mine loaded with 
dynamite. “Suddenly a deafening explosion rent the air. 
and a scene followed somewhat like the mine horror a 
Petersburg during the civil war. Horses and men wer 
blown high in the air and fell to the earth dead awl 





mangied. Maceo then let loose his dynamite guns, pre 
pared by Linn, an electrician from New York, and more 
havoc was wrought. In the mine explosion Col. Reyes 
says that Weyler host 700 men killed and 500 more in the 
charge that followed, besides 1,600 wounded. Next day 
Maceo, knowing of the reserve force under Weyler, re- 
treated to even a stronger position. There he was at- 
tacked by a column under Echague, who was roundly 
thrashed and driven from the field, losing 800 men killed 
besides 1.300 wounded. In this fight Echague lost a leg, 
which was torn off by a dynamite bomb. His men be 
came panic-stricken. They feared another mine an! 
would mot respond when a second time urged to the at 
tack.” Ve are too much accustomed to these stories 
from the rear to give them much heed, but probably this 
one has a basis of truth as Gen. Weyler is reported to be 
again in Havana. 





The Governor of California has, it is stated, received 
a letter from President Cleveland, asking him to com- 
mute the sentence of Salter D. Worden, under sentence 
of death at Sacramento, because of the President's 
friendship for the mother of the condemned man, ‘The 
President's plea has resulted in the Governor's granting 
n reprieve until April, when, it is understeod, the sen- 
tence will be commuted to imprisonment for a limited 
number of years. Worden was a leader of the strikers 
who tied up Central Pacific trains for nearly a week at 
Sacramento. When Federal troops broke the blockade 
he threatened revenge, and on the day the soldiers 
started for this city he tampered with a trestle near 
Woodlands, so that when the train came along itt 
ploughed through the trestle into a stream and five men 
were killed. Col. Shafter had a monument erected to 
the dead soldiers at the Presidio, and the legend on it 
declares that they were “Murdered by Members of the 
American Railway Union.” If any man ever deserved 
death it is this defiant breaker of the law, and if there 
is any man who should not go out of his way to prevent 
his punishment, it is the President of the United States. 
It was under his orders that the brave men who were 
murdered by the act of Worden went te their death and 
un example was needed in this case to protect our troops 
acting in the future under similar orders. 








Upon Mr. McKinley during the first year of his Presi-

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RECORD AND PENSION OFFICE. 


Col. F. C. Armstrong, U. 8S. A., Chief of the Record 
and Pension Office, reports that the current business of 
the office is becoming more complicated and difficult as the 
period of service of the officers and enlisted men of the 
volunteer forces becomes more remote. This feature of 
the work has been especially marked during the past fis- 
cal year. Answers to inquiries from descendants of 
revolutionary soldiers and from representatives of the 
various patriotic societies relative to personal service in 
the revolutionary armies forms a prominent and interest- 
ing feature of the current work of the office, and it is 
expected that this class of work will soon be materially 
increased by the receipt of similar requests for informa- 
tion from the records of the war of 1812, the reproduction 
of which by the index-record card system is expected to 
be completed not later than Nov. 1, 1897. More than 94 
per cent.eof the cases received, averaging nearly 600 per 
day, have been disposed of within twenty-four hours 
from the time of their receipt, the adjudication of those 
remaining honger in the office being delayed only so long as 
was necessary to give them the consideration their im- 
portance required, generally not exceeding two or three 
days; and at the close of business hours on the last da 
of the fiscal year not one case remained to be disposed of. 
Nearly 50,000 applications for the removal of the charge 
of desertion have been received since July 8, 1889; 3,314 
during the last fiscal year. 

The work of reproducing the individual records of offi- 
cers and enlisted men by the index-record card system 
adopted for that purpose has been carried on as rapidly 
as the current busfhess of the office would permit. 

One important result of the work of carding the military 
records is the discovery and collection in one place, where 
they cam be readily referred to, of records relating to all 
wars in which the country has been engaged, containing 
evidence of military service which would otherwise have 
been inaccessible and practically lost, 45,207,770 index 
record cards have been prepared up to June 30, 1896. 

By reason of the satisfactory progress of the work of 
transcribing the records of the volunteer armies by the 
index-record card system, a reduction of 300 was made in 
the clerical force of this office for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1895, and a further reduction of 50 for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1896. 

is believed that a_ still further reduction 
of 25 clerks can be made for the next fiscal year without 
detriment to the public service, making a total reduction 
of 375 clerks, and representing a permanent saving of 
$425,000 annually in the appropriations for the clerical 
foree of the office. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE PLATTE. 

Brig. Gen. Coppinger reports that all of the troops 
save those composing the Jackson’s Hole expedition en- 
vaged during August and September, 1895, in practice 
marches varying from 107 to 170 miles in length, in 
connection with which field exercises were performed 
and arms and equipments subjected to the test of field 
service. Subsequently a practice march, extending to a 
point not less than six or seven miles from the post, 
was made once a week by the troops of all posts during 
« period of six months, as a rule by battalion (squadron). 
These weekly marches, on which the full equipment was 
carried, proved to be an excellent means for keeping both 
ofticers and men in condition for field work. The troops 
at Forts Meade, Robinson, Russell and Crook have ar- 
ranged to start on extended practice marches the latter 
part of this or early next month. 

A course of practical instruction embracing, the tactical 
drills of their arm, field and battle exercises, target 
firing and the drill of detachments in signaling and im 
the use of Hotchkiss and Gatling guns, has been pursued 
by the troops at all posts since April 1; and, except when 
interrupted by the practice marches above mentioned, 
will be continued until Oct. 31. Whenever practicable, 
yvymnastie exercises have been held pari passu with other 
instruction, and will receive special attention during the 
coining winter. A properly equipped gymnasium, supplied 
also with ample bathing facilities is so obviously necessary 
for the proper training of the soldier that the provision 
of one at every permanent post should not be made de- 
pendent upon Exchange profits and the precarious assist- 
ance of the Quartermaster’s Department. 

The results of the instruction in the case of both of- 
ficers and non-commissioned officers are reported as, and 
from personal observation are believed to have been, 
satisfactory. 

Giood order and good discipline have prevailed within 
this command. Gauged by the number of court-martial 
trials, usually considered a reliable index, the conduct 
of the enlisted men has been better during the past year 
than in any one of the previous ten years of which 
ihere is a record at these Tieatanectese: In the matter 
of unexceptionable conduct, and the almost total absence 
of desertion, the palm must be awarded to the 9th Cav- 
alry, a colored regiment. 

A recent tour of inspection shows that the troops are 
well disciplined, and, as a rule, well instructed. At one 
post neither the battalion nor the regimental drill was 
satisfactory, but here the proper remedy has been 
promptly applied. 

As the result of the annihilation of what has been 
termed the “frontier” our army has reached a stage in 
its development at which the individual and collective 
training of the troops must be considered paramount to 
post and other kind of work. A guard is of course nec- 
essary both for instruction and discipline, but at large 
posts all its members might well be drawn in turn from 
one company. Fatigues also are and always will be in- 
dispensable, though under existing conditions they inter- 
fere less than formerly with military work. Entire or- 
eanizations rather than mixed details should be em- 
ploved for this purpose, and this has been done here 
Whenever practicable. 

A special service corps, as separate and distinct from 
the competent force as the hospital corps, and chiefly 
made up of disciplined ex-soldiers, for the performance 
of what is known as “extra duty,”’ would be a great 
hoon to the Army. 

Among the labor which in the interest of thorough 
training and good discipline may be dispensed with at 
iiany posts is that involved in the cultivation of post 
sardens., 

The rate of “admission to sick report’ has been 
higher, and the rate of “daily ineffective” lower, than the 
mean of each of those rates for the seven years begin- 
ning with the year 1890. The increase of the admission 
rate over the normal is the result, the Chief Surgeon 
points out, of the great number of admissions at three of 
the posts in the Department on account of alcoholism 
ond venereal disease, especially the former. Instructions 
were accordingly issued to the garrisons concerned in 
March last to expel men addicted to the excessive use 
of liquor; and it is hoped that the medical statistics for 


the next year will show that this object has been fully 
obtained. 

The quality of the recruits obtained is reported as 
sood and as superior, all things considered, to that of the 
recruits that were gotten under the old system. 

A preponderance of opinion among the officers favors 
a rear sight with which allowance can be made for drift 
and wind. It is desirable that a few guns having rear 
sights supplied with a wind gauge be issued to each 
company and placed in the hands of the expert shots, 
who could be utilized, when occasion offers, as sharp- 
shooters. 

Sufficient provision should be made at every post for 

the proper storage of ordnance supplies. 
_ At Fort Crook no nen has been made for quarter- 
ing a band, for stabling mounted officers’ horses, for the 
storage of ordnance supplies, mineral oil or ice; and the 
officers’ quarters are insufficient in number for a full gar- 
rison. 

The Exchange system has continued to work well at 
every post. Taking of stock by the Exchange Council 
should be required but once a quarter instead of month- 
ly. In view of the well known tendency of company 
commanders to so operate the institution that it will 
yield a large profit, it would be well to organize the 
Council with the officer of the line next in rank to the 
post commander, a company commander and the Ex- 
change officer as members. At posts where there are 
several field officers one of them would thus be utilized 
for this important service. Such a constitution of the 
Exchange Council would, it is thought, serve'to prevent the 
Exchange from degenerating into a mere drinking place. 
The old rule, which made the number subsisted at the 
mess of each participating organization a basis of profit, 
should be restored.

The Rev. Mr. Dodson, the new pastor of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church in Coeur d’Alene, has created a 
ripple of excitement in military circles here by his very 
pointed remarks about soldiers, in the course of a ser- 
mon. Speaking about demoralization in general, he 
wound up his energetic discourse by saying, with a 
wave of his hand toward Fort Sherman, that it was “a 
shame that the United States govermment, after care- 
fully selecting a large body of young men, and pretend- 
ing to train and discipline them for three or five years, 
should then turn them out on the world demoralized, 
worthless and good for nothing.” 

Fully one half of the preacher’s audience were sol- 
diers in uniform, and a soldier had but a few minutes 
before conducted the Bible class that preceded the ser- 
mon. The effect of the divine’s remarks can be imag- 
ined. The silence was quite impressive, but not a sol- 
dier retreated before the staggering volley. On the other 
hand, at the close of the sermon, when the invitation 
was extended, four members of the 16th went forward 
and joined the church. 

When the news of the preacher's criticism spread 
around the garrison the next day it caused a great deal 
of indignation, and his remarks were forcibly and quite 
generally condemned eas being far from the truth. The 
troops say if the Rev. Mr. Dodson would drop down to 
the fort now and then and get acquainted with the mili- 
tary inhabitants of his section and watch the inner work- 
ings of the Army a little closer and take the time to look 
over the articles of war, he would modify his views on 
the subject.

officers’ club, where they were received by the ladies of 
the post and the officers.

in the hospitable club house, and many were the laughs 
enjoyed and stories told at the expense of each other by 
the gray-haired veterans, grown young agai for the time.

THE CATHOLIC CHAPEL AT WEST POINT. 


The New York “Herald” says: “There is a decided 
stir among the Baptist and Methodist ministers in the 
city over what they regard as an assumption of au- 
thority by the Secretary of War in a matter beyond his 
jurisdiction. The bone of contention is the permit which 
the Roman Catholic priest whose parish takes in the 
pretty little town of Highland Falls on the Hudson has 
secured from the authorities in Washington allowing 
him to erect a chapel on the military reservation at 
West Point. 

“The Military Academy has a considerable garrison 
of regular Army troops, many of whom are members of 
the Roman Catholic Church. Many, too, have families 
who live just without the limits of the reservation. At 
present, and, in fact, ever since the little church at 
Highland Falls was erected, the soldiers have been com- 
pelled to walk all the way to the town in order to attend 
mass. Because of this a great many of the men ‘who 
would otherwise have gone to church didn’t attend . 

“An application was made to the President some time 

ago to permit the erection of a temporary chapel on the 
reservation. He declined to do so, declaring he had not 
the power to grant the privilege. Then an application 
was made to the Secretary of War, who is the only offi- 
cial in the United States who may grant a permit for 
the construction of any structure on military lands. 
_ “The Secretary granted the permit. The Catholics 
in the vicinity were delighted, and there was consider- 
able rejoicing among the Church dignitaries in this city. 
The foundations of the proposed chapel were begun. 
But instead of being of only sufficient strength to uphold 
a temporary structure, they were massive, and will, it 
completed, be strong enough to support a cathedral. 

“It was not until the foundations were well under way 
that the Evangelical churches in the State began to 
appreciate that a march had been stolen upon them, and 
they at once began to make it unpleasant for the com- 
mandant of the post. He referred all the complainants 
to the Secretary of War. Petitions were started by the 
members of the churches in and about Highland Falls 
and Cornwall and reached lengths that were formid- 
able, It was only recently, however, that the ministers 
in New York learned what was going on. The Rey. Dr. 
Rt. S. MacArthur was the first to take note of it pub- 
licly. He told his congregation that he would and that 
they should oppose the construction of any edifice in the 
military reservation at West Point to be used for any- 
thing save an unsectarian worship of God. 

“There are, he said, services held for the benefit of the 
men and students stationed at the post by the regular 
chaplain. There had never been any attempt to estab- 
lish any denominational church at West Point, because 
it would have indicated something like coercion, and 
the constitution assured every man the right to worship 
God according to his own conscience. He appealed to 
his congregation to exert all the influence in their con- 
trol to make the Secretary of War rescind his permit. 

“Dr. MacArthur has received the support of a consider- 
able number of clergymen of various denominations, and 
they, like him, are engaged in getting up a monster pro- 
test to the Secretary of War against his continuance of 
the permit. 

“The friends of the priest of Highland Falls say that 
his intention was only to erect a chapel at the Academy, 
as many of the Western Army posts have them for the 
benefit of the enlisted men. The reason why a substan- 
tial edifice was to be erected was merely in recognition 
of the importance of the permit from the Secretary of 
War to occupy a part of this particular military reserva- 
tion.” '

(Act of Sept. 30, "90, G. O. 121, A. G. O., 1890), does not 
require that the service must have been honest and faith- 
ful, or that the soldier must have had a good character 
on discharge. It requires simply 30 years of actual serv- 
ice. All the service you have put in, therefore, will count 
towards your retirement, no matter what the reason for 
your discharge may have been. 

S. F. E.—Enlisted candidates for commissions in the 
Army are required to submit to the Examining Board 
their affidavit covering the following points: Exact date 
and place of your birth; married or single; citizen of the 
United States? If so, whether native-born or naturalized. 
What schools attended and for what periods, giving 
dates and designations of schools as, public schools, acad- 
emies, district schools, colleges, manual-training schools, 
night schools, etc. Ever been apprenticed toa trade? If 
so, to what trade, for what length of time; in what oc- 
cupation or trade employed, giving time, character of em- 
ployment, etc; what time supported yourself, totally or 
partial. by your own labor.

Work on the fortifications of the Northern coast, which 
has been vigorously prosecuted during the summer and 
autumn under the appropriation of last June, is nearly 
concluded for the winter, except at ints where. the 
excavation of stone may be progres with. At. Port- 
land Me., Boston and New York, the work contracted 
for is very far advanced and will be entirely finished 
within the present fiscal year. The work at Portsmouth, 
N. H., is just being entered upon, and owing to the 
severity of the northern winter will advance but slowly 
for the present. At Philadelphia, Fortress Monroe and 
Washington, D. C., the works are nearly in a condition 
for mounting the guns. In the South, work is very active 
and will so continue during the winter. At Baltimore 
and Charleston, sites have been acquired after some diffi- 
culty, and the work will be pushed from now on. At 
New Orleans the works at Fort St. Philip are progress- 
ing rapidly. A board of the Engineer Corps, together 
with the Mississippi River Commission, has just ex- 
amined the vicinity of New Orleans, with a view to for- 
mulatmg a plan for the further extension of the fortifica- 
tions there, and will shortly report upon their investiga- 
tions. On the Pacific Coast the work is well in hand and 
will be completed everywhere within the next few months.

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NEW PUBLICATIONS BY THE CENTURY CoO. 

The fall publications of the Century Company, New 
York, are a library by themselves. Besides the Life of 
Napoleon, noticed at length in the “Journal” of Nov. 7, 
we have the following: “Ranch Life and the Hunting 
Trail,” by Theodore Roosevelt, with many illustrations 
by Frederic Remington. New and popular edition. Royal 
8vo. 186 pages. When he is not hunting criminals in 
New York, as President of the Police Board, Mr. Roose- 
velt takes a turn at extirpating what is left of the big 
game at the West, where he is better known as a ranch- 
man, than as a police magistrate. The present work is a 
reprint in handsome form of a work first published some 
eight years ago. It is a charming description of afreshand 
breezy life which is, alas, just taking its place among the 
things of the departed. Few men are able to combine in 
full measure the function of the author and the driver 
of cattle, and it is fortunate that we have at least onesuch 
in the person of Mr. Roosevelt who has not only experi- 
ence but is able to describe. During the days of exciting 
frontier tragedies he was working a ranch summer and 
winter, and was thrown into daily contact with the border 
desperadoes and the Indians. It is this unconventional 
life that he describes, and he has also given chapters on 
mountain and prairie hunting, and the pursuit of the 
wapti, the big-horn sheep, and the white goat of the high 
peaks. Many of Mr. Remington’s most admired pictures 
are in this volume. 

“The Century Book of Famous Americans,” by El- 
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bridge S. Brooks, is another volume in royal 8vo., hand- 
somely printed and illustrated. St. Gaudens grand statue 
of Lincoln, in Lincoln Park, is the subject of the frontis- 
piece. It is a fine figure, surmounted by a magnificent 
head, which gives proof of Lincoln’s intellectual power. 
The work is by the author of that very successful pub- 
lication, “The Century Book for Young Americans.” This 
is a companion volume, describing the adventures of a 
party of young folks on a trip to the historic homes of 
America—at Quincy, Marshfield, Monticello, Springfield, 
Ill., Boston, Philadelphia, New York, and other places. It 
tells of the early days of Washington, Lincoln, Grant, 
Jefferson, Webster, Clay and other famous men. The 
young people who make the trip are the same bright boys 
an girls who figured in the earlier volume, and they are 
accompanied by an uncle who tells them the story of these 
great lives. ‘the book has an introduction by ie. Adlai 
k. Stevenson, President General of the Society of the 
Daughters of the Revolution, under whose auspices it is 
published. ‘There are illustrations on every page. 

In “Sinbad, Smith & Co.,” by Albert Stearns, author of 
“Chris and the Wonderful Camp,” with illustrations by 
Reginald B. Birch, we have our old friend, the sailor 
of wonderful adventure, presented in a new form, with 
some juvenile friends he has taken into the firm to per- 
petuate his fame. The book presents a very attractive 
display in the way of strange happenings which is certain 
to secure attention from the sons and daughters, the 
children and the grandchildren of those who in youth sat 
at the feet of Scheherazade and received with undoubting 
faith her wonderful tales of the Orient. 

Mr. J. T. Trowbridge is so well known as the success- 

ful author of stories to please the young that his “Prize 
Cup” needs no other introduction than a mention of the 
name of its author. It has a dozen fine illustrations in 
the best “Century” style. 
_ “The Wonderful Wheel” is an original and very touch- 
ing little story of creole life, told by Mary Tracy Earle, 
in that dialect which Cable and pS Southern writers 
have made familiar to us. 

The red wreath of poppies that illuminates the cover of 
Jeanie Drake's story, entitled “The Metropolitans,” should 
not mislead any one with the idea that the story is in- 
tended for the cure of insomnia. It is, on the contrary, a 
story of New York life told with much vivacity and many 
touches of real sentiment as well as sarcastic comment. 
The author has given variety to her narrative by trans- 
porting her hero finally to the Arctic regions, a mise en 
scéne not yet hackneyed as a trysting place, but an ex- 
cellent place to end off in after the Fam and hurried 
life of New York, which proved too much for the hero 
of the tale. 

Boy life in the Holy Land at the beginning of the 
Christian era is reproduced in ““The Swordsman’s Son,” a 
story by W. O. Stoddard, with illustrations by George 
Varian, which have been drawn with careful attention to 
accuracy of detail and to the preservation of the spirit of 
the time and place. Mr. Stoddard visited Palestine in or- 
der to get the local coloring for his story. Its hero is the 
son of a Jewish swordmaker, who rebels against the Ro- 
man domination of Judea and is driven into hiding. The 
plot —! the young hero into active participation with 
the very founding of Christianity, and the events of sacred 
history are treated in the most reverent spirit. There is 
also a picture of life in imperial Rome in the days of Ti- 
berius, with an account of a footrace and the preliminary 
training of the athletes. As the clergy have given special 
commendation to Mr. Wilson Barrett’s play of “The Sign 
of the Cross,” because of its influence in awakening an 
interest in the inspired story from which Christianity 
derives its being, they may for a like reason find rea- 
son to commend this work. 

“The Cat and the Cherub” and other stories by Chester 
B. Fernald, is a 12mo. volume, containing eleven short 
stories, six of them being quaint stories of Chinese life. 
Mr. Fernald will be remembered as the gentleman who 
published in “The Century Magazine” a sketch of the 
Chinese quarter in San Francisco, and the Chinese 
stories, six of them being quaint tales of Chinese life. 
He is, we believe, a son of Naval Constr. Frank L. Fern- 
ald, U.S. N. With his father he lived for some years in 
San Francisco, and there familiarized himself with the 
Chinese types that figure in his stories. Some of the 
tales in the book never have been published previously. 
Five of them are stories of Yankee life and character. 

After-dinner orators and concoctors of menus and the. 
like, will thank Miss Katharine B. Wood for her compila- 
tion of “Quotations for Occasions.” The book contains 
about twenty-five hundred quotations, covering all parts 
of a dinner menu, including about every possible course 
and dish, with toasts for the ladies, the judiciary, the 
press, etc., and special selections for men’s dinners, wed- 
ding breakfast, musical programmes, dances, suppers, af- 
ternoon teas, card parties, bicycle, golf and tennis meets, 
notices of club dues, etc. The danger now is that with 
such a handy volume to furnish the dullest with borrowed 
wit the business of quoting may be overdone, 
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THE RAILROAD ACROSS SIBERIA. 


Seventy thousand men are now at work upon the great 
railroad across Siberia. It is to be, when completed, 
4,700 miles long, or twice as long as the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railroad, and is to cost not less than $125,000,000, 
and perhaps twice that sum. The first sod was cut 
May 27, 1891, and a direct railway and water route will 
be opened to Vladivostok by the end of 1900. Five or 
six years later it will be possible to travel by rail from 
Paris to the Sea of Japan. This will bring Shanghai 
within eighteen or twenty days of Europe and reduce 
the time for a trip around the world from Jules Verne’s 
eighty days to one month. It will open up much pic- 
turesque country, fertile, and rich in gold and other min- 
erals; will tap coal fields of enormous extent, and timber 
forests covering an area twice the size of France, be- 
sides greatly increasing the area available for grain fields. 
The gold mines now produce $20,000,000 per annum, 
and it is stated that the coal fields cover an extent of 
30,000 square miles, and at present are only worked in 
two small mines. 

The length of the railroad and the cost of construction 
will be very considerably decreased, if, as is reported, 
a treaty has been concluded which permits the road to 
be carried in a straight line from Stretensk to Vladivos- 
tok on the Sea of Japan. The distance between these 
two places through Russian territory is 1819 miles. The 
line through Chinese Tartary would be nearly 700 miles 
shorter. As at first constructed the road will have only 
a single track, but a double line is eventually contem- 
plated, and the construction width is about 25 feet. 
Stations will be placed at distances of not more than 
thirty-five miles apart, and it is proposed to run two 
pissenger trains and one freight train each twenty-four 
hours, 

The work will be divided into three sections and oper- 
ations carried on from each end of these. The first sec- 
tion extends from Tcheliabinsk to Irkutsk, a distance of 
something like 2,050 miles; the second from Musovaia, a 
town situated on the eastern shore of Lake Baikal, 
opposite to Irkutsk, will run round the southern extrem- 
ity of Lake Baikal to Stretensk, on the Chilka, a tribu- 
tary of the river Amur. If it is found necessary to 
carry the entire road through Russian territory, the third 
section will be from Khabarovka, on the river Amur. 
Communication between Stretensk and Khabarovka 
will be by steamboat on the Amur. For a time there 
will also be a gap in the route around the southern end 
of Lake Baikal and communication will be by steamboat 
ross that lake from Irkutsk to Musovaia. Lake Bai- 
kal is 1,350 feet above the sea level, has an area of 
4000 square miles, and is so far as is known the deep- 
‘st in the world, giving soundings of more than 4,000 
feet. It is the largest inland body of water in Asia. 
Its desolate shores are surrounded by rugged and pictur- 
‘sque mountains, densely covered with forests, from 





whence issue innumerable streams. Its fisheries are 
‘aluable and there is considerable commerce on the lake, 
ilthough it is frozen up for six months in the year and 
'avel is over the ice. The Baikalian Mountains are re- 
lutrkable for their fantastic peaks, numerous rivulets, 
Yolcanie formations with frequent earthquakes, thermal 
‘rings, and much wealth in gold, silver and various 
gems. The connecting link of the railroad around the 
‘outhern shore of the lake will be one of the last portions 
of the work to be executed. It will run in cuttings along 
the face of the granite crags, and a tunnel one and three- 
uarters of a mile in length will be required. 

After leaving Lake Baikal the line passes through a 





‘ery rugged country, where the difficulties of construc- 
ob are extreme. It is mountainous and intersected by 


numerous ravines, while the earth is frozen all the year 
round; in winter to a depth of six or seven yards, in the 
summer to three or four yards. The river Selenga is 
crossed by a viaduct two-thirds of a mile long, and the 
earthworks on this portion are estimated at twenty-one 
million cubic yards. Before reaching Khabarovka the 
Amur will be crossed by a viaduct a mile and f-half in 
length. Commencing at a level of 238 metres above 
sea level at Tcheliabinsk, the railway attains a height of 
1,114 metres, descending again to sea level at Viadivos- 
tok. The gradients are nowhere very severe; west of 
the Obi the maximum gradient is 74% feet per 1,000, 
while the minimum radius for curves is 1,750 feet. In 
the portion east of the Obi the gradients are a little 
steeper, being 8 feet per 1,000 with the same minimum 
curve radius. In the more mountainous region near 
Irkutsk the gradients reach 15 feet per 1,000, and the 
curve radius is reduced to 750 feet. Tcheliabinsk, the 
town at which the first section commences, is united to 
Moscow by a system of railways passing through Outa, 
Samara, Penza, and Riazane, the distance being about 
1,400 miles. It is in this first portion of the railway 
that the richest and most highly civilized districts are 
met with, 


PROGRESS OF THE NBW NAVY. 


The repairs on the battleship Texas will consume a 
longer time than has been expected. Capt. Glass, her 
commander, was in Washington, D. C., a few days since 
in conference with Secretary Herbert, Assistant Secre- 
tary McAdoo, Chief Constructor Hichborn and Engineer 
in Chief Melville. On the part of Admiral Bunce, who is 
very desirous of putting the squadron to sea as quickly 
as possible, Capt. Glass urged that the repairs now in 
progress might be expedited if practicable, and it was 
the opinion of the conference that the work might be 
completed early in the second week in December. Those 
engaged upon the work, however, report that it will be 


* impossible to thoroughly finish the work in soshort a time. 


It is, of course, the desire of the Navy Department to 
have the vessel overhauled as carefully as may be at the 
present time without extensive alterations in construc- 
tion, and it has, therefore, been decided not ‘to hurry the 
work at the expense of thoroughness. The repairs to the 
hydraulic gear and motive machinery are nearing comple- 
tion, but a very considerable amount of work yet remains 
to be done. The Ordnance Department has yet to put in 
new turret motors, which are a necessity, and the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering to add new air compressors 
in connection therewith, and there are certain repairs to 
be made, to her bottom, including painting, as well as ad- 
justing and strengthening compartment walls, which will 
consume three weeks or more. 

The Navy Department has also decided to make at the 
present time repairs on the New York, which were at first 
intended to be postponed until a later date. The unfor- 
tunate experience of the Texas has counselled prudence 
in the matter,e and the New York will go into dry dock 
on December 5 for repairs to her sea valves and minor 
renovations. Both of these ships will therefore be laid 
up until late in December, and it is probable that the 
squadron will sail for Hampton Roads about the 10th of 
December, leaving the New York and Texas to follow 
when they are thoroughly fitted for sea. The department 
has arranged no winter programme beyond the rendez- 
vous at Hampton Roads for the usual series of evolutions 
and drills. There is no likelihood, however, of a reversal 
of the decision that there is to be no Southern cruise 
while the foreign horizon is so threatening, and the op- 
erations of the fleet will probably be confined to the 
vicinity of the capes of the Chesapeake. 

Following are the percentages of completion of vessels 
under construction by the Navy Department up to No- 
vember 21, as furnished by the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair: Brooklyn, 99.5 per cent.; Iowa, 78; Kear- 
sarge, 11.5; Kentucky,, 11.5; Illinois, 1; Alabama, 1; 
Wisconsin, 1; Nashville, 88.5; Wilmington, 89.5; Helena, 
88.5; gunboats, No. 10, 62; gunboat No. 11, 87; gunboat 
No. 12, 87; gunboat No. 13, 58; gunboats Nos. 14 and 15, 
64; torpedo boat No. 3, 74; torpedo boat No. 4, 67; torpedo 
boat No. 5, 64; torpedo boat No. 8, 59; submarine tor- 
pedo boat, 60; steam tug No. 5, 70; torpedo boats Nos. 6 
and 7 are being built by the Herreshoff Mfg. Co., from 
whom no reports of progress have been received.

We published recently an article from the New York 
“Independent” concerning the erection of a chapel on 
the reservation at West Point. We reproduce this week 
another article on the same subject which appears in the 
New York “Herald.” Without entering into the merits 
of the controversy, concerning which we are not in- 
formed, we may express the earnest hope that the Super- 
intendent of the Military Academy, the Academic Board 
and the War Department will do all in their power to 
avoid exciting religious prejudice against the academy. 
Nothing is so uncompromising as sectarian feeling and 
it is a powerful factor in determining public action in 
this country. Every sincere friend of the institution 
should be willing to sacrifice something rather than to 
stir up a hostile feeling against the academy which 
can neither be reasoned with nor placated. We do not 
undertake to justify this feeling, or to explain it. As 
to its existence there can be no question, difficult as it 
may be for a calm minded philosopher to account for 
it. The Military Academy should not be made its vic- 
tim.

The question of the water-tube boil- 
er is one that is absorbing the attention of designers of 
naval machinery, and the aim is to get a boiler which, 
while being reasonably light, shall be capable of easy re- 
pair in case of a ruptured tube, and contain so much wa; 
ter that a slight derangement of the feed apparatus will 
not result in burning out the boiler. The tests made by 
the Engineering Bureau were on steamers on the Great 
Lakes. The first steamer experimented with was fitted 
with Belleville boilers, the second with Babeock & Wil- 
cox boilers. For the purpose of comparing the results 
in the latter case with what might be expected from or- 
dinary cylindrical boilers under similar conditions of ser- 
vice a like test was made on another steamer, identical 
with the one equipped with Babcock & Wilcox boilers, 
in every respect alike except the boilers. As a result of 
these tests it was decided to put a Babcock & Wilcox 
boiler in the Chicago for one-half her power, 4,500 indi- 
cated horse power. Subsequent to the award of the con- 
tract the Department approved the request of the con- 
tractors for the construction of gunboat No. 10 and for 
gunboat No. 15, to supply this type of boiler instead of the 
cylindrical one of the original design. The fitting of this 
boiler in the two classes of gunboats will furnish a good 
opportunity to demonstrate its value as compared with 
the cylindrical boilers fitted in the other gunboats of the 
same class. 


The Assistant Controller of the Treasury has decided 
concerning certain queries of the Chief of Ordnance of 
the Army regarding payments for the purchase of the 
Emery gun carriage now under construction, The act 
of Feb. 18, 1893, appropriated $110,000 for the purchase 
of the carriage and foundations, 60 per cent. being pay- 
able in partial payments as the work progressed, the 
contractor being required to furnish bonds for the return 
of the money in case of non-acceptance. The fortifica- 
tions appropriation bill of 1895 modified this to the ex- 
tent of making 85 per cent. of the cost to be paid in par- 
tial payments, and releasing the contractor from fur- 
nishing bonds for the return of the money in case the 
carriage were not accepted, the carriage to be the prop- 
erty of the U. 8. after satisfactory tests, the balance of 
the appropriation to be paid when the carriage is com- 
plete in all respects. The Chief of Ordnance stated that 
the articles on account of which the partial payments 
were to be made were not the custody of any Govern- 
ment officer, and should they be lost or destroyed the 
Government was without means of reclaiming them, 
and asked if vouchers for partial payments would be 
accepted by the Auditor of the Treasury without the 
usual acknowledgment that the Army has received the 
property, which is impossible in this case. After thor- 
oughly reviewing the case, Asst. Controller Bowens 
decided that it is not necessary for the Army officer in 
charge of this construction to acknowledge the receipt 
of the property in order that the partial payments be 
made, and that the payments should be made in accord- 
ance with the acts of Congress, 
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BUREAU OF NAVIGATION. 

Rear Adml. F. M. Ramsay, U.S. N., im his annual re- 
port, gives an account of the duties performed by ves- 
sels of the Navy which has been reported from week to 
week in the “Journal.” The Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, states that the practice cruise of the Mononga- 
hela has been of the greatest benefit, professionally and 
physically, to the cadets, be.ng prosecuted with the utmost 
zeal by her Commanding Officer, Comdr. Edwin White, 
with the earnest co-operation of the officers detailed for the 
ship from the Naval Academy. The defects of this con- 
verted steamer as a cadet training ship have again been 
exemplified, and the recommendation is renewed that Con- 
gress be urged to authorize the building of two moderate 
size composite sailing vessels, which should be suppie- 
mented by two small brigs for stationary work. Every- 
thing within reason should be done to encourage a love for 
the water, whereas the disposition has been to turn too 
much to the athletics of the field in competition with secu- 
lar colleges. The idea of seeking the sports on the ele- 
ment for which the young men are destined has become a 
strange and repugnant thing. 

During the past year a properly equipped boathouse for 
the cadets has been built, two S-oar spells of the latest 
type have been bought, and four catboats are now build- 
ing with others to be added. It is hoped that with the 
proper facilities at hand there may be a lesser tendency 
tor ftootbail, and baseball, which, although beneficial in 
their way, should not be the prominent sport of young 
sailors. And in the same line of thought it is presumed 
that with two full-rigged brigs which can be handled in 
these narrow waters there may be additional means to 
gain those accomplishments which should be pre-eminent. 

The cruise of the Bancroft, under the intelligent direc- 

tion of Lieut. Comdr. B. F. Tilley, promises to be fruitful 
in beweticial results, and it is recommended that the same 
course be pursued in future. She visited the prominent 
machine shops and building yards to afford the cadets ob- 
servation and training in the engineering branch. The 
first-class cadets were those to be assigned permanently to 
the engineer division, and those of the second class hav- 
ing expressed a desire to take that branch of practical 
training in anticipation of a permanent selection when the 
opportunity offers, it might be the part of wisdom to 
amend the law to permit the separation of a class at the 
end of the second year, thus giving two years of special 
instruction, the first of which would be practical, the 
members of the class thus separated pursuing their studies 
with the balance of the class. The Bancroft has been re- 
moved and a vessel of about the same tonnage, with 
greater accommodations for cadets, will be more service- 
able. 
It is recommended that candidates be appointed one 
year and required to report in May. The September exam- 
ination should be abolished, the admission age reduced 
to from 15 to 17 or 16 to 18, and the course reduced, 
say, to four years, to be followed by a cruise of all gradu- 
ates of the usual length, three years as Ensigns and As- 
sistant Engineers; that there should then ensue a com- 
pulsory post-graduate course at the Naval Academy of 
one year for Ensigns and Assistant Engineers and two 
years for those selected to become Naval Constructors. 

Comdrti F. W. Dickins from the Training Station, New- 
port, reports that the system of training has been the 
same as that of the preceding year, and the results very 
satisfactory. Six hundred apprentices were under train- 
ing during the year. The Hydrographer of the Navy re- 
ports that his office has continued its efforts to standard- 
iz@ and simplify the methods of work. He gives details 
of the present condition of the work of constructing nauti- 
eal charts, and list of charts engraved during the year, 
and an account of the work in survey. 

Eleven vessels were supplied with complete outfits; 
two vessels were supplied with special outfits; one vessel 
was supplied with charts necessary to complete an outfit 
for a change of station, and one outfit: was transferred 
from one vessel to another, b 

One hundred and fifty-nine announcements of impor- 
tance to navigation were published in the usual form of 
Notices to Mariners of the Great Lakes, which were is- 
sued promptly on the 15th of each month, and the circu- 
lation of which amounted to 24,500, 

The Lists of Lights have been revised and kept correct- 
ed to date. Three hundred and fifty-five copies of Sailing 
Directions and 98 copies of Light Lists have been cor- 
rected and brought up to date, to supply the places of 
corrected copies of these publications issued to vessels 
and branch offices. During the year fifteen vessels were 
supplied with outfits of Sailing Directions and nautical 
books from this Division. a 

At the end of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1895, the 
actual number of observers who had furnished meteoro- 
logical reports to the office was stated to be 1.250, On 
Jan. 1, 1896, the number of observers had reached 1,371, 
while at the end of the fiscal year Jane 30, 1896, 1,629 
were recorded as co-operating with the office in its me- 
teorologieal work. 






BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING, 

Engineer-in-Chief Melville in his annual report to the 
Secretary, calls the attention ‘of the Navy Department 
to the fact that our modern twin screw ships have from 
three to four times as many moving parts as the en- 
gines in the old ships, and that the auxilary engines have 
multiplied from ten te twenty fold, entailing increased 
care and attention for their preservation, and increased 
cost for their repair and maintenance, The appropria- 
tion of the Bureau of Steam Engineering for these pur- 
poses has, for several years, been entirely too small, and 
it has only been by the exercise of the strictest economy 
and by leaving undone much work that would add to 
efficiency that it has been avoid a deficiency. 
The result is that during the last month of the fiseal year 
work has to be almost entirely stopped and the workmen 
at the various Navy Yards suspended. 

Work at the New York Navy Yard on the new ma- 
chinery for the Chicago is progressing as rapidly as the 
eppropriation for that purpose will permit. ‘The comple- 
tion of the boilers has been delayed owing to failure to 
obtain nickel-steel plates, and the experiment with nickel 
steel has added considerably to the cost of manufacture 
of the cylindrical boilers. Contract has been made with 
the Babcock & Wilcox Company for the water-tuwhe boil- 
ers. A plan bas been proposed for fitting the Atlanta 
with new boilers and making certain alterations in her 
present engines which will probably make her a more 
economical cruiser: but as the engines of this vessel are 
not of anything like modern design the process of patch- 
ine will probably prove an expensive one in the end. 
Tables are given, showing the results of the trials of new 
vessels that have been completed during the year, Inevery 
case the machinery worked to perfection, not the slight- 


able to 
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est hitch of any kind having occurred. Examination 
made subsequently to the trial failed to disclose any de- 
rangements or any injury to the machinery as a result 
of the trial. The trial of the Brooklyn is worthy of spe- 
cial mention, on account of the fact that she is the 
first vessel tried that has been fitted with tall smoke 
pipes. The results obtained on the official trial give 
every promise that the fitting of these tall pipes will be 
attended ‘with economy, and that the Brooklyn will be 
able to steam continuously at a satisfactory speed with- 
out having to use her forced draft blowers. 

The attention of the Department is called to the ne- 
cessity of modern tools and appliances for the Steam En- 
gineering Department of the Norfolk Yard. As mattersnow 
stand, a modern high-pressure boiler cannot be construct- 
ed at this yard; in fact, there is but one yard on the 
Atlantic coast where it can be done. 

At the New York Yard $346,927.73 has been expended; 
at Norfolk, $122,320.06; at Mare Island, $123,362.98. 

The completion at Port Royal, S. C., of the only dry 
dock on the Atlantic coast which will take the battleships 
makes it imperative that there should be facilities at 
hand for doing the ordinary repair work that may be re- 
quired when one of these vessels is docked, some of 
which can be done only at such a time. 

The new dock which as just been completed at Sidney, 
Pacific coast that can take 
battleships like-the Oregon. As many important repairs 
to the machinery can be done oply when the ship is in 
dock it is recommended that appropriation be asked for 
the necessary tools to do the work which may be found 
necessary when ships are docked, and for the erection 
of the shops for these tools. There are at Mare Island 
under repairs no less than seven vessels. The shops are 
ill adapted to the work, and the absence of proper tools 
and of a modern boiler-making plant are severely felt. 
The result is shown in the increased cost of work done at 
that yard beyond what it would cost if the proper tools 
were at hand and properly arranged for facilitating 
work. There are certain tools which should be obtained 
without delay, the most important being a hydraulic boil- 
er-making plant. 

The recommendation contained in former reports that 
the Boston yard be made a repair station is again re- 
newed. The tools in this Yard are superior to those in 
other yards where a large amount of work is done, neces- 
sarily at excessive cost for the want of proper tools. 

The necessity of a modern boiler-making plant at the 
League Island yard becomes more apparent every day, 
and if it is the intention of the Department to lay up 
any of the ships at this yard, which seems admirably 
adapted for the purpose, it is of vital importance that 
tools should be provided for doing any work that may 
be required. 

In closing his report Commodore Melville says: 

“I feel that it is only necessary to direct your atten- 
tion to the number of engineer officers who have been 
retired during the past year for physical incapacity, and 
to the steadily increasing number of such officers on the 
retired list, to demonstrate that the physical strain to 
which the officers of the Engineer Corps are subjected is 
too great. If we had the most powerful and the swiftest 
navy afloat it would be valueless to us in time of war 
if we have not a sufficient number of trained men to see 
that the machinery of this fleet is in condition for action 
and to keep it going in action. It is one thing to design 
and build machinery, but quite a different thing to keep 
it in such condition that it may be ready to respond to 
the calls that may be made upon it under all conditions. 
If the number of trained men is not sufficient for this 
purpose, the efficiency of the ship as a whole is lowered, 
and the money which has been expended on her con- 
struction to produce the very qualities which were con- 
sidered of paramount importance has been practically 
wasted.” 

A slight increase over the appropriation of last year is 
asked, the estimates aggregating $1,207,245.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The New York “Tribune says: “The secret history of 
the Texas would make ‘mighty interesting reading.’ 
Whether there was any serious scandal connected with 
her construction or not, there must have been a lot of 
blundering. It was a blunder at the outset to buy Eng- 
lish plans for her. Further blundering was done in mod- 
ifying them. The result is a ship that cannot be reck- 
oned a credit to the Navy. It is a pity that the exact 
responsibility for it cannot be fixed.” 

The English are greatly distressed because they can- 
not get men enough to man their Navy. A _ writer in 
“Blackwood’s Magazine” has come to their help with 
the statement that brains and machinery have taken 
the place of personal strength and prowess at sea. He 
holds that what are wanted on board ship are not sea- 
men but mechanics, and that these will be had in plenty 
when called for. He turns up his nose at the much- 
vaunted Royal Naval Reserve and says that their offi- 
cers are no more fitted to take the place of properly 
educated Lieutenants of the Royal Navy than they are 
to become archbishops. 

The French sea-going torpedo boat Mangini, con- 
structed by the Société des Ateliers de la Loire, has at- 
tained a speed of 27 knots with forced draught at 
Lorient, thus exceeding by two knots the contract speed. 

The Jauréguiberry is undergoing gun trials at Toulon. 
The electric motors for the turret and ammunition gear 
have worked well. 

The Russian coast-defense ironclad Netronmenya is 
to be adapted for petroleum fuel. The boilers will be 
reconstructed and special engines fitted. 

It has been planned by the officers of the Marine Bar- 
racks, at Washington, D. C., to take small detaciments 
of the Marine Corps successively into the country about 
six miles from the city on practice marches, and give the 
students of the School of Application opportunity for ex- 
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perience in practical camp life and tactics. The first of 
these Marches will probably take place next week. 

The Assistant Controller of the Treasury last week de- 
«ded that the Bureau of Steam Engineering of the Navy 
annot utilize any of the appropriations for steam ma- 
-hinery in experimentation with liquid fuel. Kither a 
gecial annropriation must be obtained or the expense of 
the tests be borne by the inventors or agents of the fuel, 
ys has been done in the case of the recent experiments on 
the torpedo boat of the Maine and om the Great Lakes. 

The monitor Terror returned to the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard Nov 22 from a sea trip to test the workings of her 
»neumatie recoil gear. The test, it is understood, proved 
<atisfactory. 

The President on Nov. 19 issued a proclamation read- 
justing boundaries of a naval reservation in Alaska which 
vere found to encroach upon lands belonging to the Greek 
Church, m contravention of Russia’s cession of Alaska. 

A new naval howitzer throwing shells charged with a 
yew and most powerful explosive has recently been tested 
i» France. The Dragonne, which is armed with the new 
weapon, made the experiments, directing her fire against 
the old frigate Panama, anchored broadside on off Cape 
Brun, Which, according to the official reports, were most 
important and successful. Each time the Dragonne de- 
jivered her fire, the Commission appointed to report 
went on board the Panama to record results. The num- 
er of Shots fired was altogether 38, while the Dragonne 
was either at anchor or moving at distances varying 
from 1,500 to 300 metres; 21 shots struck the mark, 
which, considering the swell of the sea that was on at the 
time Was considered remarkably good shooting. The result 
finally was that in spite of all that was done to prevent 
the Panama sinking, she was so shattered that she 
rapidly filled and went to the bottom. As the projectiles 
were only partially charged with the new explosive, the 
damage caused by each shet. was of course much less 
than it would have been had the shells been fully 
charged. 

Preparations for putting into commission the new ar- 
nored eruiser Brooklyn are well under way, and it is 
expected that Capt. F. A. Cook will formally assume 
wmmand on December 1. The detail of her principal of- 
fcers are as follows: Capt. Francis A. Cook, Lieut.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


23rd N. Y. COL.—A, C. SMITH. 

Co. A, 23d New York, Capt. Louis J. Praeger, was re- 
viewed on Wednesday evening, Nov. 18, 1896, by Col. 
William Everdell and all the ex-Captains of the company, 
or rather, all but two, one being out of the city and the 
other dead. Those who were present being Col. A. 8. 
Bacon, Col. Joseph Story, ex-Capts. Van Ingen and Hav- 
iland, and Maj. Henry C. Everdell, who until recently 
was major of the 2d Battalion of the 23d. 

The company was formed at 8:30 o'clock, and 40 
files reported for duty, which with 3 officers, 6 sergeants 
and 4 musicians made a total of 98 present out of a 
membership of 06, an excellent showing, and the large 
turnout was not due to the fact that it was a special oc- 
casion either, for Co. A always parades 40 files at all 
drills. The formation was excellent, for in less than 3 
minutes after the assembly was sounded, the roll was 
called, and the company turned over to the captain. The 
company inspection was executed with rapidity and 
cision. Never were the ranks opened in finer style than 
on this occasion, the rear rank stepping back as one 
man. The review in line was excellent, not a movement 
was visible, the passage in review was in column of 
platoons, and the step and alignments were ect, and 
the salutes of the officers well rendered. The column 
crowded a little too close to the reviewing stand officer, 
however; but with this exception the ceremony was per- 
fect. The march past was repeated in double time, and 


' was just as creditably executed. 


After the review a drill in the school of the company 
followed. The march in line with a front of 40 files was 
a splendid sight, and was generously applauded, as, in 
fact, was every movement. The distances and allan 
ments were perfect, both in column of fours and column 
of platoons, and in line, company r my and company 
left, was splendidly executed; also the right and left 
turn. Left front into line was a beautiful sight when 
the leading four had advanced about company distance 
to the front, the rear fours being in perfect echelon. On 
right and on left into line was also finely executed. In 
wheeling about by fours each four united in line saim- 
ultaneously, so accurately were the distances judged. But 
two errors occurred in the platoon movements which 
marred what would otherwise have been a perfect drill. 
At the command platoons right turn, given while the 
company was in line at a halt, the left platoon started all 
right, but for some reason suddenly left their place and 
hastened to the left of the first platoon, and executed 
company right turn; but, as may be imagined, in a very 
ragged manner. While marching in columns of fours, 
the captain gave the command left front into line of 
platoons in column of fours. The chief of the heading 
platoon evidently did not hear or understand the com- 
mand, although the “Army and Navy Journal” 4 
tative heard it distinctly in the gallery, but the leading 
platoon formed line to the front, while the rear platoon 
executed their part all right. The rest of the platoon 
movements were executed without a hitch. Right by 
platoons, and form company left oblique, were excellent, 
as was also on right into line from column of platoons. 
In fact, with the two exceptions noted above, every 
movement was correct, and every move.nent in the 
school of the company was executed, and also the form 
for attack in the extended order, which was a splendid 
exhibition of the efficiency of the non-commissioned of- 
ficers. he men were at all times steady and attentive. 
The manual of arms was also correct in every detail. 
After the drill the male friends were entertained in the 
squad room, with vocal and instrumental selections by 
the varions members of the company, and a laugh at a 
comic sketch by Messrs. Frazer and Connell, after which 
a fine collation was served. The entire affair, from be- 
ginning to end, reflects great credit on both officers and 
men, for a very enjoyable ev€ming was spent. 


SQUADRON “‘ A" NEW YORK—MAJOR C. F. ROE.

Military 
law. 4. Elements of field engineering. 5. Minor tactics. 
6. Administration. A written examination will be held 
at the close of each tour. Officers not attending the 
school will be examined on the same subjects by the 
school staff on Thursday at camp at such times as 
will not interfere with their other duties. A report of 
the result of the examination, as either “satisfactory” or 
“unsatisfactory” will be published in orders.

NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS. 


Adjt. Gen. King, of Wisconsin, under date of Nov. 16, 
1896, says: “With deep regret the announcement is made 
to the Wisconsin National Guard of the death of Col. 
Fred. W. Engel, Aide-de-Camp, which occurred at Mil- 
waukee on Saturday, Nov. 14. Although but a short 
time an officer of the Staff, Col. Engel had won the cor- 
dial esteem of his comrades by his unvarying courtesy 
and kindliness as well as by the deep interest displayed 
in his military duties. In tribute to his memory the offi- 
cers of the General! Staff will wear the customary badge 
of mourning on the sleeve and sword hilt for the period 
of thirty days.” 

Adjt. Gen. Muhlenberg, of the Minnesota National 
Guard, has issued a general order which says: “A ques- 
tion having arisen as to the propriety of prefixing the 
word ‘dishonorable’ to ‘discharge for the good of the 
service,’ the said word is hereby expunged from all gen- 
eral orders heretofore made.” This action is taken be- 
cause a “dishonorable discharge” is regarded as one of 
the severest military punishments that can be inflicted, 
and a guardsman who was thus dismissed from his regi- 
ment some time ago obtained from the Minnesota Su- 
preme Court a decision to the effect that the military 
authorities of the State cannot legally “punish” any 
member of the Guard except after a regular and formal 
court martial. 

Col. Clay, of the District of Columbia Militia, under 
date of Nov. 13, says: “Personal observation has shown 
the Colonel Commanding that drills have not been taken 
up by the majority of the organizations in the Guard 
with such promptness and thoroughness as should char- 
acterize the opening of the season for indoor work. Com- 
manding officers are directed to use every effort to prop- 
erly carry out the system of indoor drill and exercise nec- 
essary to keep the Guard upon the proper footing. The 


drill hall has been open for work since Oct. 1, and there 
is no excuse for non-attendance on drill.” The system 
of Drill Regulations for the Hospital Corps, U. 8. A., 
approved by the Secretary of War, April 30, 1896, and 


published for the information and government of the 
Army, is adopted for the instruction and government of 
the National Guard.”

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THB FAIR INVENTOR OF THE COCKTAIL. 
(From the Rochester Democrat and Chronicle.) 


To the very limited list of English words of Aztec 
origin, “chocolate,” “‘coyote’’ and one or two others, it 
seems that there must be added another, the apparently 
senseless name, “cocktail,” of an artful mixture of liquor, 
hitters, Sugar, ice and lemon-rind which, the Chronicler 
is credibly informed, is sometimes used as a beverage by 
hardened persons. 

This is the story of the derivation of the word: Long 
nefore Cortez and his conquistadores had come to trouble 
the peace of Anahuac, an Aztec noble, was blessed with 
a fair daughter, Xochit] by name, who, by dint of native 
genius and ciose study of “The Barkeeper’s Guide,” at- 
tained marvelous proficiency as a compounder of strange 
and seductive mixed drinks. The Aztec monarch of that 
day was known to be a connoisseur of this art, and when 
Xochitl one day produced a “chef d’ceuvre,” a veritable 
jream of a drink, her father deemed it worthy to be pre- 
vented to his king and his daughter deserving of the 
honor of personally presenting it. 








The derivation is, at least, ingenious and interesting. 
That it may be also worth the attention of serious phil- 
ologists is suggested by the fact that the word “cocktail” 
as the name of a drink seems to have first appeared in 
American and English literature in the early fifties.
